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Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  mv  Annual  Report  for  the  vtar 
1940. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the 
report  is  again  curtailed. 

'The  year  1940,  from  a health  point  of  view,  shows  a rise  in  the 
death  rate,  while  the  birth  rate  remains  practically  the  same  as  the 
previous  year. 

The  rates  are,  ol  course,  affected  by  the  reduced  population  estimate 
as  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General.  There  is  a definite  increase  in  the 
number  of  deaths  over  65  years  of  age. 

There  is  a fall  in  the  incidence  of  venereal  diseases,  but  slight  increase 
is  noted  for  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  and  cerebro-spinal  fever. 

A decrease  for  the  year  in  the  notification  rate  for  tuberculosis  is 
worthy  of  note. 

Throughout  the  year  changes  in  population,  frequent  changes  in 
staff,  and  active  duties  in  connection  with  the  casualty  services  have 
made  difficulties  in  trying  to  maintain  the  usual  health  services.  In 
this  connection  I wish  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude  of  services  of 
the  whole  staff. 

Finally,  I wish  to  record  my  indebtedness  to  the  Health  Committee 
and  other  Committees  of  the  Local  Authority  for  their  consideration 
in  dealing  with  the  many  features  of  some  difficulty  which  have  arisen 
during  the  year.

4.— NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 


This  is  provided  by  the  Ipswich  Nurses’  Home,  which  brings 
the  benefits  of  skilled  nursing  within  the  reach  of  all  classes  in  Ipswich 
and  the  neighbourhood  and  is  maintained  partly  by  subscriptions 
and  donations,  partly  by  profits  from  private  nursing. 

The  General  District  Staff  of  the  Home  consists  of  three  tully- 
trained  Sisters,  assisted  by  an  average  of  4 pupils.

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5. — TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 

All  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  as  detailed  in  the  Report  tor

to  serve  the  new  Mousing  Estate  at  Whitton.  The  facilities  include 
Ante  and  Post  Natal  and  Infant  Clinics  together  with  School  Treat- 
ment Clinic.

Borough  General  Hospital. 

The  Borough  General  Hospital  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the 
Public  Health  Organisation  in  Ipswich,  is  administered  by  the  Public 
Health  Committee  and  is  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

This  Hospital  is  now  a Grade  I.  E.M.S.  Hospital  and  under 
obligation  to  furnish  treatment  facilities  for  the  Services  and  Ministry 
of  Health.

IPSWICH  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

(a)  Advanced  Cases. — 30  beds  were  set  aside  for  the  treatment 
of  this  type  of  patient,  but  these  have  not  been  available  since  the 
outbreak  of  war. 

(b)  Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis. — 24  beds  available  and  were 
available  until  evacuation  took  place  in  September;  19  patients  were  under 
treatment  on  January  1st,  12  were  admitted,  II  discharged  home,  and 
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19  transferred  to  other  Hospitals  during  the  year,  leaving  one  special 
case  (unfit  for  evacuation)  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

EAST  SUFFOLK  AND  IPSWICH  HOSPITAL. 

The  usual  arrangements  existed  throughout  the  year,  and  12  patients 
were  admitted,  of  whom  10  were  discharged,  1 died,  and  i remained 
in  Hospital  on  31st  December.

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ASSISTED  SCHEMES  IN  CONNECTION  WITH 
MATERNITY  WELFARE 

Schemes  for  assistance  in  this  Section  are  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Provision  of  Milk,  and  Milk  Foods  to  Expectant  and 

Nursing  Mothers. 

In  August,  1940,  the  supply  of  milk  to  Expectant  and  Nursing 
Mothers  was  taken  over  by  the  Government  and  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  Milk  Officer  at  the  local  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.  This 
scheme  provides  for  a supply  of  one  pint  per  day  upon  the  production 
of  the  appropriate  certificate,  many  of  which  are  signed  at  the  Clinic. 

The  Local  Authority  may  provide  an  additional  quantity  if  con- 
sidered necessary  on  medical  grounds,  but  such  supply  is  a local  and 
not  a national  charge. 

(b)  Maternity  Home  Fees. 

A reduction  in  the  fee  to  be  paid  is  made  in  cases  in  which  the 
income  of  the  family  falls  below  certain  approved  scales. 

1 93  women  out  of  a total  of  242  were  admitted  to  the  Home  at 
reduced  fees.  This  represents  79%  of  assisted  cases  in  1940,  as  com- 
pared with  79  c in  1939  and  82%  in  1938. 

(c)  Provision  of  Midwives  or  Maternity  Nurses  at  Reduced 

Fees. 

The  same  system  applies  as  in  the  case  of  the  Home:  546  women 
availed  themselves  of  the  scheme  during  1940,  as  compared  with  545 
in  1939. 

fd)  Doctor’s  Fees. 

The  Local  Authority  may  remit  the  whole  or  part  of  the  fee  paid 
to  a Medical  Practitioner  for  help  afforded  at  a confinement  when  called 
in  by  the  Midwife.  During  1940  the  amount  paid  to  Medical  Practi- 
tioners for  this  service  was  £163,  as  compared  with  £189  in  1939. 

A new  method  of  collection  has  been  adopted  recently,  and  now 
all  accounts  are  sent  by  the  Borough  Treasurer,  who  receives  all 
payments  and  arranges  for  the  collection  of  monies  from  those  who  desire 
to  pay  by  instalments.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  DENTAL  ACTIVITIES,  1940. 

In  presenting  the  Public  Health  Dental  Report  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  although  a number  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers,  together 
with  children  of  Pre-school  age  were  evacuated  from  the  borough  during 
the  year  the  reduction  in  the  amount  of  work  done  for  these  groups  is 
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very  small.  A comparison  with  the  statistics  of  1939  and  this  year, 
1940,  may  prove  interesting. 

In  May  of  this  year  the  Dental  Surgeons  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  took  over  the  work  of  treating  patients  at  the  Borough

Changes  in  the  Staff,  clue  to  the  war  and  also  due  to  the  fact  tha 
Dr.  A.  \Y.  Gaye  and  Dr.  I.  VI.  Cullum  were  appointed  to  other  posts, 
have  been  necessary,  and  temporary  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers 
have  been  appointed.

In  spite  of  the  varied  changes,  the  School  Medical  Services

EVACUATION. 

In  September,  1940,  5,560  school  children  were  evacuated  from 
this  area  and  certain  medical  examinations  were  carried  out  prior  to 
the  evacuation,  but  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a number  of  cases 
returned.  This  necessitated  arrangements  being  made  to  examine 
each  child  prior  to  returning  to  school.  In  this  connection,  3,885 
children  were  examined. 


SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS. 

During  1940,  2,978  (and  13  Ilford)  children  were  examined  at 
the  routine  medical  inspections.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORK  OF  THE  SCHOOL  DENTAL 
DEPARTMENT  FOR  1940. 

In  spite  of  the  various  difficulties  that  have  arisen  during  the 
year  as  a result  of  the  conditions  prevailing,  work  in  the  dental  depart- 
ment has  proceeded  satisfactorily. 

The  vacancy  on  the  dental  stall  was  filled  by  Mr.  R.  B.  Steel  on 
March  1st,  up  to  that  date  Mr.  Edmonson  had  very  ably  assisted  as 
“Locum,”  and  his  services  were  retained  until  May  25th  in  order  to 
cope  with  the  additional  work  of  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  the 
evacuee  children  until  they  left  the  Borough. 

During  the  year,  52  visits  were  made  to  Elementary  and  the 
Northgate  Schools.

Effects  of  War. 

The  Physical  Training  services  continued  almost  normally  during 
the  spring  and  summer  terms.  Owing  to  partial  evacuation  of  the 
schools  during  September,  and  the  calling  up  of  several  men  teachers 
into  the  fighting  services,  there  was  naturally  a certain  amount  of 
dislocation,  particularly  in  the  Boys’  Senior  Schools.  The  teachers, 
however,  are  gradually  settling  down  to  unavoidable  conditions,  and 
are  doing  their  best  to  provide  the  children  with  systematic  physical 
exercises.  In  certain  cases  the  older  boys  are  being  taught  by  less 
qualified  teachers,  and  the  training  is  proceeding  as  normally  as  possible.

As  a result  of  the  survey,  183  children  were  recommended  for  milk 
in  school  and  of  this  number  it  was  found  that  33  had  been  previously 
recommended. 

With  regard  to  the  cases  classed  as  D,  these  have  all  been  under 
the  notice  of  the  department  previously,  and  each  case  is  receiving 
adequate  treatment,  details  of  which  are  as  follows:—

Open  air  school  has  been  refused  in  two  cases  and  is  not  recom- 
mended in  the  other  two  at  present. 

Of  the  618  cases  classed  as  nutrition  C,  435  stated  that  they 
already  received  milk  in  school. 

As  a result  of  this  survey,  some  interesting  points,  which  have 
been  known  to  paediatricians  and  school  medical  inspectors  for  some 
time,  have  received  further  emphasis.  As  has  been  stated  in  a previous 
report  on  this  work,  the  standard  of  the  average  or  normal  has  risen 
steadily  throughout  the  country  during  recent  years,  and  a great 
many  of  the  children  who  have  been  classed  as  B are  above  the  accepted 
standards  of  normality  in  height  and  weight.  Conversely,  this  means 
that  those  classed  as  nutrition  A are  really  exceptional  in  every  respect. 

It  must  also  be  remembered  that  the  Board  of  Education’s  classifi- 
cation C.  refers  to  those  whose  nutrition  is  described  as  slightly 
subnormal,  and  that  these  cases  are  not  in  the  main,  cases  of  severe 
nutritional  defect. 

One  striking  point  is  brought  out  in  a detailed  study  ol  the  results 
at  the  different  schools  and  that  is  the  extremely  high  proportion  of 
cases  classed  as  nutrition  C at  the  Britannia  Road  Special  School. 
These  results  are  given  below.

Thus  it  is  seen  that  approximately  one  third  of  the  children 
attending  Britannia  Road  Special  School  are  classed  as  nutrition  C.  It  is 
suggested  that  there  arc  two  chief  reasons  for  this,  one  that  the  mental 
defect  is  associated  with  innate  physiological  defects  of  metabolism, 
which  appears  to  be  frequently  the  case,  and  the  other  that  the  parental 
care  is  often  not  of  the  best  in  these  families,  resulting  in  unsuitable  or 
physiological  inadequate  feeding  from  earliest  infancy. 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  these  figures  with  those  found  at 
Whitton  Open  Air  School,  which  on  the  face  of  it  would  be  expected  to 
give  a high  proportion  of  cases  of  subnormal  nutrition.  These  results

There  remains,  however,  a certain  residuum  of  unsatisfactory 
cases  as  shown  by  the  numbers  of  minor  infectious  and  septic  con- 
ditions of  the  skin  and  ear,  nose  and  throat,  which  must  be  due,  at  any 
rate  in  part,  to  dietary  deficiencies.  Such  cases  come  under  observa- 
tion at  the  School  Clinic,  and  every  etfort  is  made  to  help  these  cases  by 
utilising  the  remedies  in  our  power,  including  the  provision  of  milk, 
cod  liver  oil  and  malt,  special  sandwiches  or  attendance  at  the  open 
air  school.  Where  parental  co-operation  is  lacking,  the  School  Nurse 
visits  the  home  and  explains  to  the  parent  the  need  for  treatment. 
Difficulties  arise  where  indifferent  parents  do  not  realise  this  necessity.
